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For five months you and Bill have gone out 
together. First it was just one date a »eek. Then 
it became two dates a week.

There was what is known as an "understand- 
ing" between both of you This week he takes 
you up to meet the "family". He doesn't need 
in excuse. Seems that once a month the relatives 
get together. They have some kind of a family 
group- So you will meet hb mother* father, 
single sister, married sister, his four uncles, 
their wives, their children, a couple of first 
cousins and some other distant relatives. 

(n some families the "relative groups" are 
what the sociologist call "weak". Not much 
contact is maintained h\ the various members. 
Not even in time of trouble. In other families, 
the "relative groups'" are very strong. When 
an important decision is to be made, they get 
together. They discuss all problems as though 
these affairs were their own personal problems. 
If the nephe** a going to college, it becomes 
a family discussion. If one of the Uncles has a 
hard time in business and needs a loan, the 
family group gee together. 

It happens that Bill has a strong "relative 
group " They all want to see you. They are go- 
ing ro gi»e you the "Once Over." In fact after 
wou leave, there will be a big discussion about 
now they all l.ke "Bills Girl." Who knows 
what they will sav behind your back? In fact 
you may never find out a lot of things.

The only 
reason she doesn't mention it, if that something 
else rakes place and she forgets. Then Aunt 
Frances has her two cents to add to the dis- 
cussion. ■ 

What about the other girl that Bill went out 
with last year? Why did they break off? She 
compares you in detail to a gi/l called Helen. 
The total score seems to favor Helen and sot 
you. In ftet Aunt Frances is very much «n- 
aoyed. She can't *t what in the world Bill sect 



in you. Bill's mother and father do not have a 
chance to put in their own opinions. The family 
group breaks up and everybody goes home. 

It is very simple for you to say that you are 
marrying Bill — and not his family. Legally 
and morally this is true. Both in our law and 
ethics a woman shall cling to her husband as 
against the whole world. And the husband 
shall likewise do the same.
